<2) IThfy flhall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 


' X Tn the Supreme Court Judges (Travelling Allowance) Rules. 1959, after 
'■nlrfll,the following rule shall be added, namely:— 

'TEA. Leave Travel Concession to visit home town .—Notwithstanding aiw- 
■ftilng'contained in rule 6, a Judge of the Supreme Court shall be 
entitled to travel concession for himself and the members of hla 
■family for visiting his permanent residence in his home State during 
'his leave, once in a block of two years, in accordance with rule 6 
of the Supreme Court Judges Rules, 1969, read with rules applicable 
in this behalf to a member of the Indian Administrative Service hold¬ 
ing the rank of Secretary to the Government of India. For this pur¬ 
pose ‘leave’ shall include vacation: 

^ovlded that the Judge and his wife will have the option to travel by air 
subject to the condition that reimbursement of air fare will be per- 
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mltted after deducting the rail fares which he woidd lia'wc fcanliiAle-' 
to pay under the Leave Travel Concession applicable to ■ iin|f|ibnr 
Of the Indian Administrative Service holding' the rant «£ SemSary 
to Ccv;rnment of India.”
